OMAHA—Power-hitting Oklahon4 State turned the home run 
ball against Arizona’s Wildcats to win the NCAA College World 


Series of 1959. 


Coach Toby Greene’s Cowboys got home runs een Jim Dobson 


and Ben Bancroft and a key triple to defeat Arizona, 


to one of the most exciting Series “""™" 


in. 13 years. 

It was a great victory for the 
Oklahomans who had missed in; 
four other trips to the Series. | 
The Cowboys, champions of waa Pe 
Big Eight Conference, “had iost 
earlier in the tournament to Ari- 
zona by the same 5-3 score. 

The best crowds in a half-dozen 
years watched this year’s College 
World Series and tournament of- 
ficials John Kobs of Michigan 
State and A. J. Lewandowski of 
Nebraska said the Series was 
“the most evenly matched in 
many years.” 

Connecticut and Colorado State 
College were the first teams 
knocked out of the tourney. Penn 
State and Western Michigan 
handed the District 1 representa- 
tive consecutive losses. And Colo- 
rado State dropped games to 
Fresno State and Clemson. 

Pete Beiden’s Fresno State 
team, showing fine team balance 
in its first appearance in the Se- 
ries, knocked Western Michigan, 
one of the pre-tourney favorites, 
out in the third round. 
| And Penn Staté, turning in a 
fine tournament performance, 
bounced Clemson's Tigers. 

Arizona and Oklahoma State 
moved undefeated into the third 
round and the Wildcats tripped 
the favored Cowboys, 5-3. 4 

Arizona, the only undefeated 
team left, was shutout 20 by 
Fresno State. It was the first 
shutout for Arizona in 50 games.

The Wildcats then drew the bye 
and Oklahoma State, getting four- 
hit hurling from Roy Peterson, 
horsecollared Fresno State, 4-0. 


That set up the finale. Dobson, 
voted the Most Valuable Player 
in the tourney, opened the scor- 
ing for Oklahoma State when he 
homered 385-feet over the left 
field wall in the fourth inning. 
Arizona battled back to tie the 
seore and led, 2-1 when Bancroft 
homered in the sixth. 

But the scrappy Arizonans 
again grabbed a one-run lead in 
the bottom of the sixth. Then 
Oklahoma State, sparked by 
Bruce Andrew’s triple, broke open 
the game with a three-run out- 
burst in the seventh.

Catcher Archie Skeen, Utah, dis- 
trict seven; and Pitcher Bill 
Thom, Southern California, dis- 
trict eight. 


The eighth MVP was Bill Stev- 
ens of Connecticut in district one.

DISTRICT ONE — Stevens, a 
senior, hit .407, had 28 runs- 
batted-in and fielded .970. 

DISTRICT TWO — Neiger, a 
junior, posted a 9-3 record and 
had an earned run average of 
0.88. He whiffed an amazing to- 
tal of 166 men in 103 innings, 
while walking but 33. ' 

DISTRICT THREE —Hoffman 
a senior, batted .345, had 22 RBI’s 
and fielded .984. 

DISTRICT FOUR — Klaus, a 
senior, hit .403, knocked in 17 
runs and fielded .979. ; 

DISTRICT FIVE — Hochgrebe, 
a senior, batted .451, had 19 RBI’s 
and fielded .971., ‘ ; 

DISTRICT SIX — Encinas, a 
senior, hit .370, had 31 RBI’s and 
fielded .911.

FIRST BASE PLAYS 


Outside of the battery, the first base position on a base- 
ball team has more varied plays than any other. With this 
in mind, the first baseman has a real job cut out for him. 

His playing position with no/one on first should be back 
about fifteen feet from the base, and he should know in which 
direction he can move further and compensate accordingly. 


With a man on first, the first baseman’s position should 
be with his right foot at the lower inside corner of the base. 
This would vary if he were 
right or left handed but not 
very much. When holding a 
runner at first, a left handed 
first baseman has the advan- 
tage, both in throwing to the 
infielders and in tagging the 
runner on a throw from the 
pitcher. 


WITH MEN ON first and 
second (one or two out) he 
can play back about six feet 
and over about nine or ten 
feet from the base.‘ Having 
the same situation with ‘none 
out and a sacrifice in order, 
he should hold the man on 
first as long as possible and 
then charge in on the grass to field ne! bunt; first base being 
covered by the second baseman. 


In my opinion, the first baseman should cut off all plays; 
then there is no confusion as to whether the third or first 
baseman should cut off the throw home. The purpose of the 
cut off play is to prevent a batter or base runner from taking 
an extra base on a throw from the outfield when a play at 
home is not in order. His cut off position should be around 
the pitching mound and lined up with the play, he should be 
the target for the throw home. 


ON A BALL hit to the infield, the first baseman should 
hurry to the base and have the inside corner of the base 
between his feet so that he can shift according to the throw. 
He must never have his right foot on the base when the 
throw is to his right, the same applies with the left foot when 
the throw is to his left. Also, it is important that he anticipate 
possible plays before each pitch. 

It isn’t what a player KNOWS about playing his posi- 
tion that counts; it’s what he DOES at the right time with 
that knowledge.
